JJ. Supplemental Capitation Grant - £95,434 



This sum of 95,434/. represents the additional amount which would have been available for 
distribution as “ Residual Capitation Grants” if Subhead I. (“School Grant”) of the Vote had 
been calculated for the four years 1892-96 on the basis of 10$. per child ir. average attendance, less 
the sum of 12,600Z. voted in March 1897 for Convent und Monastery Schools. 

It is proposed to apply this sum in gratuities to the individuals who on the above hypothesis 
would have received larger Capitation Grants, such gratuities being calculated as follows: — 

Each such individual will receive the additional amount which would have fallen to 
him on the above hypothesis, less the additional amount which he would have had to 
contribute, during the period in question, to the Teachers’ Pension Fund if the Rules 
of 1897 had been in force; provided, however, that no such deduction shall exceed 
one-fourth of the gross additional payment, calculated as above. 

The balance of the grant., after provision for such gratuities, will be applied as a grant in 
aid of the Teachers’ Pension Fund in addition to the amount provided under Subhead J.
